Bandits Failed to Surprise 

Americans Completely and 
Were Decisively Routed, 
Leaving Eight Dead Be- 
hind. 


._ San Antonio, Texas, June 15.—Luis 
@e La Rosa today made good his 
threat to raid the border when 100 of 
iis men attacked a small detachment 
of the Fourteenth United States cav- 
airy at San Ignacio, forty miles south- 
east of Laredo. His action cost him 
eight men killed, several wounded and 
manhy horses and some equipment. The 
American loss was three killed and six 
wounded. 
' Major Alonzo Gray late today was 
using many of his little command in 
a sweeping search of the country about 
San Ignacio for a “hot trail” If it 
is discovered, a third punitive expedi- 
tion may enter Mexico, but at depart- 
ment headquarters General Funston 
and his staff have little hope that 
Major Gray will be able to get into 
touch with the band. By daylNght this 
morning the attacking force had scat- 
tered Mke quail. There was evidence 
to show that a large .part had re- 
entered Mexico, but other evidence in- 
Gicated that some of them at least 
were scattered along the brush-covered 
country on the American side. 
Battle fer Half Hour. 

The first shot fired by the attacking 
party was at the corporal of the guard 
at 2 a.m. A sentry had heard the 
voices of Mexicans beyond his post. 
He could see no one and called the 
corporal. While the sentry and cor- 
poral were talking the raiding party 
attacked.

AUSTRIANS FLEEING 


FROM GZERNOWITZ, 
SAYS RUSS REPORT 


Austrian Statement, How- 
ever, Claims 
Troops Have Checked Ene- 
my at Point North of City. 


OVER 150,000 PRISONERS 


CAPTURED BY RUSSIANS. 


Great Drive of Czar’s Forces 

Shows No Sign of Slack- 
ening—French Take Ger- 
man Trench. 


London, June 15.—The 
day of the great Russian drive @gainst 
the Austro-Hungarians and Germans 
from Volhynia to Bukowina shows no- 
where any signs of slackening. All 
along the front fresh gains for the 
Russian troops and the oapture of 
thousands of additional prisoners and 
of guns, machine guns and war sup- 
Plies are claimed. The number of 
prisoners now exceeds 150,000. 

While semi-official advices from 
Petrograd give a report that the Aus- 
trians have evacuated Czernowitz, 
capital of Bukowina, the latest official 
communication from Austrian head- 
quarters says #he troops of Emperor 
Francis Joseph are making a stand 
north and east of the city and at both 
points have repulsed Russian attacks. 

In the drive westward from the re- 
gion of Lutsk the Austrians are coun- 
ter attacking or entrenching them- 
selves in new positions for a stand. 

No reports of gains for either side 
in Galicia in the region of Tarnopol 
have come through. Here apparently 
there is still a deadlock between the 
tussians and the Austrians and Ger- 
mans. 

On the German end of the northern 
front in Russia the tussians near 
Baranovichi attacked and carried Ger- 
man trenches, but later were forced to 
give them up under strong pressure 
by the Germans. Infantry attacks by 
the Germans have occurred along the 
Dvina river and in the lake region of 
Dvinsk, but all of these were repulsed, 
according to Petrograd. 


FRENCH CAPTURE 
GERMAN TRENCH. 


The French on the slopes south of: 
Le Mort Homme, northwest of Ver- 
dun, have attacked and captured a 
German trench. The Germans are still 
violently bombarding the sectors of 
Thiaumont and Fort Sitouville, north- 
east of Verdun, probably preparatory 
to another infantry attack with the 
hope of a further advance toward the 
fortress. 

Only artillery activity is in pro- 
gress on the remainder of the front in 
France and Belgium. The Canadians 
are still holding the positions r p- 
tured from the Germans in the vic ity 
of Zillibeke, where there is inte t- 
tent shelling by both sides. 

The fighting on the Austro-Ttatian 
line in Tyrol seemingly has died down 
in violence, only .artillery bombard- 
ments and smail infantry engagements 
having been reported. To the east of

Sf. 15.—LLeaders of the 
woman suffrage movement who have 
apent the last four days in St. Louis 
in behalf of a platform declaration for 
federal action to secure the ballot 
for women. were disappointed tonight 
when they learned that the resolutions 
subcommittee of the democratic na- 
tional convention had agreed upon a 
suffrage plank recommending that the 
question ‘be at once submitted to the 
people of the various states by their 
legislatures. 

Failure of the convention to declare 
that suffrage is a matter for federal 
action, they said, will result in per- 
sonal appeals to President Wilson to 
urge action by congress to act and 
upon Charles Evans Hughes, the re- 
publican candidate for the presidency, 
for a statement of his views on the 
question. 

A leader of the newly organized 
woman's party said tonight that if 
results are not obtained at the white 
house or from congress the party will 
immediately begin a campaign against 
democratic members of the senate and 
house and will hold them personally 
responsible for the party’s failure to 
meet their demands.

Coliseum, St. Louis, June 15.—President Wilson and Vice President Mar- 
shall were nominated by acclamation tonight by the democratic national con- 
vention, the ticket being completed four minutes before midnight. 

Contrary to expectations, however, the convention did not finish its work 
because the platform was not ready and it will meet again at 11 o’clock Fri- 


day morning. 


It was announced in the convention that the subcommittee drafting the 
platform had finished its work but that the entire resolutions committee was 
not assembled to pass upon it and it was not known when that could be done. 
President Wilson’s own plank charging conspiracy among some foreign-born 
citizens for the benefit of foreign powers and denouncing any political party 
which benefits by and does not repudiate such a situation was incorporated in 


the platform just as the president himself had sent it from Washington.

Washington, June 15.—President Wil- 
son was notified at 1 o'clock tonight 
by Secretary Tumulty that he and Vice 
Marshall had been renomt- 
nated by acclamation at the St. 
convention. His comment 
“I am very grateful my generous 


friends.” 

Mr. Wilson had gone to bed a few 
minutes before, after spending the 
evening with his wife and a party of 
officials receiving returns from the 
convention, and waiting for the nomi- 
nation known to becoming. He retired, 
however, only after a telephone mes- 
sage had come giving satisfactory as- 
surances that reported opposition to the 
emphatic terms of his Americanism 
plank would not be serious, and that 
the declaration condemning the politi- 
cal activities of citizens of foreign line- 
age would go into the democratic plat- 
form exa¢étly as he had drafted it. 

Hears of Opposition. 

Aroused early in the night by word 
from St. Louis that some party leaders 
wanted to make: the declaration less 
caustic and recast it into a mere gen- 
eral stigmatization of such activities, 
the president notified his personal rep- 
resentatives at the convention that he 
would consent to no emasculation of 
the plank. 

So determined was the president upon 
the point that it was said he was pre- 
pared to go to St. Louis and carry his 
plea in person to the floor of the con- 
vention should persistent opposition de- 
velop. It was apparent, however, that 
he did not anticipate such a step would 
be necessary and the reports that came 
later bore out his belief that most of 
the leaders had favored acceptance of 
the plank since it was telegraphed to 
St. Louis yesterday.

The credentials committee then re- 
ported on the delegate contests from 
Washington, D. C., Porto Rico and 
Hawaii. The delegates from the Dis- 
trict of Columbia and Hawaii were 
recognized as placed on the rolls by 
the national committee. Porto Rico 
was divided between the contesting 
delegates. 

Senator James’ Speech. 


The report of the committee on per- 
manent organization was adopted. The 
announcement of names of permanent 
convention officers, Chairman Ollie 
James, Secretary Kremer and others 
were cheered. 

Delegates Norman FE. Mack, of New 
York, Governor S. V. Stewart, of Mon- 
tana, and Senator Phelan, of Califor- 
nia, composed the committee which 
escorted Senator James to the chair. 

James launched into his prepared 
speech and it was punctuated by ap- 
Plause and cheers at his reference to 
Americanism, the achievements of the 
democratic administration, and his de- 
nunciation of the republican platform. 

Senator James departed widely from 
the printed text of his speech, but the 
sentiment he presented was substan- 
tially the same. When he recounted the 
horrors of war and the president’s ef- 
forts to preserve peace, William J. 
Bryan, his face flushed with emotion, 
rose to his feet and applauded vigor- 
ously. 

When James recounted in 
term the president’s diplomatic suc- 
cess in the negotiations with Ger- 
many, the delegates wanted to hear it 
Again. oe 

“Repeat it, they demanded. 

James repeated his statement, and 
the crowd rose and broke loose with 
cheers. In repeating the phrase from 
his prepared speech the senator said:

The working off of enthusiasm in 
the scene which followed Senator 
James’ recital of President Wilson's 
diplomatic triumph “enabled the 
speaker to go on for some time with- 
out interruption. The applause had 
lasied 18 minutes when Mr. James was 
able to proceed.

Mulholland Used Unprint- 
able Language About Coun- 
cilmen Freeman and Ren- 
froe, Declare Witnesses at 
Probe. 


Zode Smith, manager of the city 
water department, testifying before the 
couneil investigating committee yes- 
terday afternoon in the probe into the 
conduct of the city garage and the 
methods employed by J. J. Mulholland, 
garage manager, explained the alleged 
eutting of the city water main at th® 
Atlanta Woolen mills by Mulholland. 
It was reported to the committee at 
@ previous meeting by Mayor Wood-

ward that Mulholland had saved money 
for the woolen company, while in their 
employ by cutting the water pipe be- 
fore it touched the meter. He told the 
committee that the report had been 
made to him and he did not vouch 
for it. 

In his statement Zode Smith said 
that during August, 1914, the water 
bills of the company had begun to ma- 
terially fall off, slumping from about 
$100 per month to about $40. 

“At this time,” he said, “I made an 
investigation and found that the engi- 
neer for the company had installed a 
steam condensing system by which he 
turned the steam from the engines back 
into the boilers. In addition to this 
he had installed a method for using 
rainwater from the roof. He had also 
cut down the amount of water used for 
the sanitary features of the mill by 
doing away gwith the number of auto- 
matic flushes. 

Saved Company Money. 

“By another method he was able to 
save the company money in cutting 
down the amount of water used in the 


hand basins and for drinking purposes. 
LIn these cases the water that would 
otherwise have been wasted was turn- 
ed back into the boilers for a second 
time.

W th resources boundless, with a hun- 
dred million people eager to achieve 
and do, commerce languished,, indus- 
tries halted, men were idle. The coun- 
try struggled in the toils of an inade- 
quate financial system. Credit was 
at the mercy of piracy. The small 
business man was bound hand and fqot. 
Panic hung like a storm cloud over 
the business world. 

Now bursting granaries, teeming fac- 
tories, crowded railways and overladen 
ghips distribute wealth and comfort to 
uncounted millions the world over. Pro- 
duction outruns the means of distribu- 
tion.

With the whole 
world tense and auxious, patri- 
otic advice and suggestion are of more 
value than abuse and defamation. Spec- 
ulation wilts in the blaze of truth. 
Abusive phraseology shrivels before the 
relentless fact. Honesty is the com- 


manding quality of a free and patriotic 
American. Se POs 
Realities That Face Us. 


What are the realities that face us? 
In. Mexico exist the potentialities of 
civilization. In her wealth, her his- 
tory, her schools, her religion, her 
needs, her very suffering and patriot- 
ism lie the indestructible seeds of 
progress.

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Democrats Are Stirred 


By Senator 


In Thrilling Address 


Ollie James 


St. Louis, Mo., June 15.—The achieve- 
ments of the Wilson administration in 
enacting, beneficial legislation and in 
keeping the country at peace without 
sacrifice of the national honor were 
pronounced epoch-making in American 
history by Senator Ollie M. James, of 
Kentucky, in his address today as per- 
manent chairman of the democratic 
national convention. : 

“During three years of its national 
control,” said Senator James, “deme@c- 
racy has enacted into law more pro- 
gressive remedial legislation than the 
nation has ever written upon its statute 
Dooks since its birth. In former na- 
tional contests in the last two decades 
our party came asa prophet. Today we 
come with deeds, not words; with per- 
formance, not pyomise. The democratic 
party has kept its word with the 
American people. We have made 
good.” 

The chairman reviewed at length the 
legislative record of the administra- 
tion and eulogized the president for 
his direction’ of foreign affairs. The 
democrats, he: said, had enacted a tar- 
iff law under which monopolies were 
curbed ‘and unexampled prosperity at- 
tained; a banking law taking the mon- 
ey control ost of the hands of an 
oligarchy and making panies no longer 
possible; and many reform measures 
of lesser importance. 

He declared President Wilson’s Mex- 
ican policy and his course in protecting 


forces of civizilation, not with arms, 
but with reason and moral pressure 
against the excesses of a belligerent 
world. With preternatural poise and 
clearness of vision, he is piloting 
America through the rushing storm. 
Who can deny the existence of a moral 
design in the universe? Who now can 
question of its fulfillment? Who now 
can close his eyes to the destiny of 
democracy to make the principles of 
civilization dominant, to bring’ the 
waring nations of the earth together 
in lasting peace? The passions of men 
die. The truth lives. America has 
called to Europe; Europe is responding 
in terms of a revitalized civilization. 

The sublimest picture in civil his- 
tory is that of a plain American citi- 
zen maneuvering with the weapons of 
reason and humanity against the na- 
vies and armies of the contending na- 
tions, and bringing them in accord 
with the priciples of international] law. 
The American standard of peace and 
justice now floats on the sea. It is 
unfurling over the trenches of the 
Struggling nations. From the vantage 
ground of imperishable Americanism 
the matchless craft of a real pacifist 
has not only avoided all war, but is 
leading the world into the ways of 
peace. What is peace but the assertion 
of moral progress? What is the asser- 
tion of moral progress but the inde- 
Sstructible civilization of Europe and 
America? From the smouldering ruins 
of a thousand cities, over the graves of 
millions of brave men, out of the black- 
ness of the battle smoke, arising from 
the obscurities of national passions, 
already the people of the earth recog- 
nize the dim outlines, growing ever 
more distinct, of the composite soul of 
America in the, patient and humane 
wisdom of the werld’s real pacificator. 


Wilson the Pacificator. 


Of what avail all the wealth of our 
beloved land if ‘it had been consumed 
in the destructiveness of war? What 
avail the travail of human pfogress for 
ten thousand years had not the school- 
master and statesman been pacificator? 
His achievement is so vast that ambi- 
tious men are blind to its reality. But 
the plain millions, of all creeds and 
nationalities, recognize in it the im- 
perishable glories of a Christian civili- 
zation. It glorifies the peasant and 
king alike. The schoolmaster is states- 
man, the statesman is financier, the 
financier is emancipator, the emancipa- 
tor is the pacificator of the world. 

Thus is the nation accomplishing the 
destiny of democracy. The command- 
ing fact of the modern age is the 
spread of intelligence. The school- 
house has conquered ignorance. The 
printing press has transformed the 
purposes and capacities of man, Edu- 
cation has qualified him for a better 
existence. The Bible has made him a 
moralist. Men know that the world 
is big enough to support the human 
family in peace and comfort. Men 
know that the great problem of peace 
and comfort is not yet solved. They 
know that it cannot be_- solved 
the savagery of war. 
its solution is obtainable only in con- 
ditions of peace, reason and a practi- 
cal morality. This state of knowledge 
the crowning achievement of 
progress. 

The American experiment of self- 
government has stood the test. The 
achievements of the American system 
are known of all men and felt through- 
out the world. The United States is 
the world’s asylum. Here all races, all 
conditions, all creeds are assimilated, 
helped, elevated and men are made into 
self-governing men. In America jus- 
tice has made its greatest progress, 
because it is progress in which all men 
have a part. That form of government 
which affords the fullest opportunity 
for happiness and comfort is destined 
to be the universal form. Such 
resistless syllogism of progress. War 
cannot stop its inevitable march. The 
opinion of all men is more potential 
than the opinion of one man. The best 
opinion of the best men, by the farce 
of example and mutuality of interest, 
becomes the opinion of all men. Amer- 
ican opinion is embodied in a man of 
peace. American opinion is marching 
through the world. 

Amprica an Example. 

When the imperialism of Kurope cast 
the iron dice of destiny; America threw 
the moral dice of destiny. America 
staked the principles of her justice. 
There they stand in untarnished integ- 
rity in the gaze of a stricken world, 
The intelligence of men grasp the 
meaning of America. Her example will 
readjust the relations of men every- 
where. The aspirations of men are for 
freedom. Men and women can and 
should rule themselves. 
they rule themselves war will disap- 
pear. The hand of Divinity has 
written it in the needs and necessities 
of humanity made in Its image. 

America, prosperous, peaceful, bless- 
ed, is so because the inscrutable pur- 
poses of God intended it. The contrast 
between Europe in flames and ‘suffer- 
ing and the United States peaceful and 
prosperous is the divine contrast. By 
saving the American system civiliza- 
tion is saved. The peace of America 
demonstrates the folly or war. The 
principles of democracy furnish the 
means of avoiding and preventing war. 
The universal intelligence of men de- 
crees that the war now devastating 
Europe shall be the last war. It will 
end in a world's league of peace. 

Sons of America, keep unsullied the 
sacred shrine of peace, through whose 
portals will yet pass arm in arm thé 
crowned head and the humble peasant 
in silent worship of God. | 

Temple of Justice Coming. 


Out of the ruins and suffering of 

the present conflict will arise a temple 
of justice whose dome will be the blue 
vault of heaven; its illuminants the 
eternal stars; its pillars the everlast- 
ing hills; its ornaments the woods and 
bountiful fields; its music the rippling 
rills, the song of birds, the laughter of 
happy childhood; its diapason the roar 
of mills and ‘the hum of industry; its 
votaries the people of the earth; its 
creed, on which hangs all the law and 
the prophets, ‘“‘Love thy neighbor as 
thyself.” Above its altars in inefface- 
able color will live eternally the vision 
of its artificer. ; 
Therefore, my fellow countrymen, not 
I, but his dee@s and achievements; not 
I, but the spirit and purposes of Amer- 
ica: not I, but the prayers of just 
men; not I, but civilization itself, 
nominates to succeed himself to the 
presidency of the United States, to the 
presidency of a hundred million free 
people, bound in impregnable union, 
the scholar, the statesman, the finan- 
cier, the emancipator, the pacificator, 
‘he moral leader of democracy, Wood- 
row Wilson. 
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American rights against the encroach- 
ments of European belligerents had 
shown all the world that the president 
‘neither bullies the weak nor fears the 
strong.” 

Makes Plea for Patriotism. 

In a concluding appeal for the tri- 
umph of patriotism above politics, Sen- 
ator James said the renomination of 
such a president in partisan convention 
ought not to be necessary, and that 
to discredit him might palsy the hand 
that could write the peace treaty of 


the world. 

At the outset the senator referred 
briefly to President Wilson's campaign 
against lobbying in congress and point- 
ed out that under this administration 
the constitution had been amended for 
the first time since the civil war, when 
“we freed the senate from the control 
of the great interests by making it 
elective by the people at the polls. a He 
then eulogized the Underwood-Sim- 
mons tariff act as one of which the 
yparty was justly proud. 

“Not a schedule in it fosters a mo- 
nopoly,” he said. “Our republican 
friends told us it would close the fac- 
tories, fill the streets with idle men, 
produce a panic, create soup houses 
and distress would reign everywhere, 
but we rejoice today’ to point to an 
unexampled prosperity in the nation 
with labor more generally employed, 
at higher rates, shorter hours, and 
better conditions than ever before. 
Our republican friends tell us that 
after the war is over poor, stricken, 
prostrate, torn, bleeding Europe will 
take our home market from _ us. I 
have no such fear. America is going 
to take the markets of the world. 
But we shall cut from them the last 
hope of having even a false issue, for 
we shall pass a bill creating a tariff 
board to gather the facts created by 
new war conditions.” 

Turning to the federal reserve law, 
Senator James declared that it alone 
averted a panic at the outbreak of 
the European war. 

“What would have been the result 
if the old republican system had been 
in effect?” he asked., “The stock ex- 
changes in every city in ‘the world 
were closed. Europe pouréd its vast 
holdings in plethargic streams upon 
our shores. Who thinks that .the old 
republican system of finance under 
the guidance of those patriotic guar- 
dians would have been able to with- 
stand this mighty cataclysm? But 
what was the result? Not a bank 
closed its doors; not a laborer was 
thrown out of employment; not a 
business was forced into bankruptcy; 
but there stood strong, serving the 
masses of mankind, this great legis- 
lative achievement of the democratic 
party. As the master achievement of 
Woodrow Wilson, to my mind, next to 
keeping a hundred million people at 
peace with the world, the historian 
will record the federal reserve law.” 


Cites Preparedness Program, 


Declaring that “self-defense and 
preparedness for it is as necessary 
now as ever obefore,’’ the speaker 
pointed to the administration’s pre- 
paredness program as a proof that the 
party believed in “preparedness with- 
out militarism.” 

“In 1906,” he continued, “I attended 
the reat peace conference in J.on- 
don. thought that the millennium of 
peace had come and such a thing as 
the world’s war was impossible; but 
that day when the Christian heart 
shall rule the world is not in sight. 
We must not mistake dishonor for 
peace, aS we cannot mistake oppres- 
sion for peace. Woodrow Wilson and 
the democratic party advocate an army 
big enough to make aggressors think 
the second time before they strike a 
blow. Democracy wants an army and 
a navy in keeping with the dignity, 
preservation, and worth of this great 
republic. We do not want a foot of 
anybody else’s soil, and, by the eternal 
God, they shall not take a foot of 
ours. 

“During this administration we have 
done more to build up an army and 
navy in three years than the repub- 
lican party did in forty years of its 
existence. More has been done to give 
the American people a navy and army 
in’ three months than Colonel Roose- 
velt and Mr. Taft did in eleven years.” 

Senator James spoke of the republi- 
can platform declaration for ‘a con- 
tinuous policy of national defense,” 
declaring that only two propositions 
for a continuous policy ever had been 
made in American history, one by the 
general board of the navy in 1903, 
which was pigeon-holed by a republi- 
Can secretary of the navy, and the 
other by President Wilson in his ad- 
dress to congress last December. 

“But what happened when this mat- 
| ter was under consideration in the na- 


val affair scommittee of the house,” 
Pree the senator. “Every repub- 
lican member on the committee decid- 
ed to oppose the president's ‘continuous 
program’ and would vote for no program 
longer than one year. After sixteen 
years of failure, even to let the public 
know of the ‘continuous policy’ pro- 
posed by naval experts, much less to 
Carry out such a policy, and after 
the republicans on the house naval af- 
fairs committee, in June, 1916, unani- 
mously opposed the president’s policy, 
they now say they favor the ‘contin- 
uous policy.’ ” 

The republican plank, declaring for 
“an effective system of rural credits 
as opposed to tne ineffective law pru- 
posed by the present democratic ad- 
; ministration,” was assailed by Senator 
| James, who declared that almost every 
| republican in the house and senate had 
| voted for the administration’s rural 
| credits bill and that none had charged 
that it was ineffective or had pro- 
| posed a substitute. 

The senator also replied to repub- 
lican criticism of the administration’s 
shipping bill, which, he declared, would 
have given the United States an ade- 
quate merchant marine by now had 
' it not been killed at the last session 
| of congress by a republican filibuster. 


America Leads World. 


| “For the first time in the history 
| of our coyntry,” said Senator James, 
after reviewing briefly democratic leg- 
|islation which he declared had made 
| prosperity possible, “the United States 
‘leads the world in -exports. We are 


more prosperous than ever, and mills 
which have not turned a spindle for 
now busy. All the laborers 
of the United States are employed as 
never before. With the world-war | 
raging, our country is the only neutral 
one that is not in distress and the 
‘ only one that has not declared a mora- 
|torium. Every demand of the stress 
| of war, the democratic party has met 
| quickly. We ‘have freed business from 
the blackmail of the politicians as we 
have emancipated it from the clutch of 
monopoly. | 

The senator likened President Wil- 
son's Mexican policy to that of Lincoln, 
and quoted from a declaration of the 
latter to show that he had declined to 
intervene when conditions were much 
the same as now. 

“It is a perfectly easy thing,’ he con- 
tinued, “for the president of the Unit- 
ed States to plunge his country into 
war if he is a politician before he is a 
patriot. He would seek his own re- 
election as he came upon horseback 
up the bloody highway of contending 
larmies. Of course, our army could in-, 
!vade Mexico and march in triumph to 
lits capital, but after the war was over 
'other armies would march—an army of . 
widows and orphans, an army of. crip-| 
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ples and men broken in health, an 
army of pensioners, and an army of tax 
collectors gathering up the earnings of 
the people to pay the great war debt.” 

The president had acted quickly, the 
senator said, when there was an inva- 
sion of Anferican territory, and the 
punitive expedition now was doing all 
that this country could do with honor 
in Mexico. 

“No president during the life of this 
republic,” said the senator, “has ever 
had to deal with so many delicate and 
dangerous problems as those which 
have confronted President Wilson. 
With more than half of the world in 
arms in Europe; with Mexico in revo- 
lution at our border, these difficult 
and complicating problems have con- 
fronted him almost daily, and he has 
handled them as becomes a patriot and 
a statesman. When the Lusitania was 
sunk the militant voice of Theodore 
Roosevelt cried out for war, and if he 
had been president of the United States 
at that time, today 500,000 brave Amer- 
ican sons would be contending around 
the forts of Verdun in fhis mighty 
maelstrom of blood—thousands would 
have been buried in ditches. Our pres- 
ident, patient, patriotic, far-sighted, 
the real statesman, handled this ques- 
tion with the greatest ability and won 
for America its greatest diplomatic vic- 
tory. “There are happily two kinds of 
courage, 


is willing to undertake the dangers 


himself, and the courage of the man 
that sends others to the conflict. Wood- 
row Wilson has both kinds of courage 
—the courage of conflict and the cour- 
age to act coolly and sensibly when 
he is dealing with the lives of others— 
the fate of a nation. 

“Four years ago they '  gsneeringly 
called Woodrow Wilson the _ school 
teacher. Today he is the world teacher. 
His subject is the protection of Ameri- 
can life and American rights under 
international law. And without orphan- 
ing a single American child, without 
widowing a single American mother, 
without firing a single gun, he wrung 
from the most militant spirit that 
ever brooded above a battlefield an ac- 
knowledgment of American rights and 
an agreement to American demands. He 
has elevated himself to that lofty but 
lowly eminence occupied by George 
Washington, Abraham Lincoln and 
Woodrow Wilson, the three _ worst 
abused and best loved Americans the 
republic ever grew.”

Old, Black Dew-Boy 


Given Year in Jail 


So Many Times. Has Jim 
Strickland Been “Sent Up” 
for Moonshining He Al- 
most Becomes Barrister. 


When Jim Strickland, an old and 
gray-haired negro, was haled before 
United States District Judge W. T. 
Newman on a charge of moonshining, 
and the court asked him mow many 
times he had been convicted upon simi- 
lar counts, the old negro replied that 
“they’s so many times, yo’ honah, At'li 
eweah Ah cain’t remember.” 

Court attaches say he has served at 
least two penitentiary sentences and 
not Jess than half a dozen terms in 
jail for the manufacture of “blockade 
corn.” In about half of these instances 
the old man was arrested in White 
county; the remainder in Gwinnett. 
This time he was caught in Gwinnett. 

The government's counsel, when 
Strickland arose to plead, asked him if 
he had an attorney. 

Conducts His Own Case. 

“Jim,” interposed Judge Newman, 


sO many times that you ought to be a 
pretty good lawyer yourself by this 
time. I guess you're able to conduct 
your own case.”

Believe Austria 
Made Serious Mistake in 
Withdrawing Troops From 

East to Attack Italy. 


, i 

London, June 15.—Significance is at- 
tached to a sentence embodied in a 
semi-official French communication re- 
ceived in London today, inasmuch as it 
seems to draw the attention of the pub- 
lic to what is considered the serious 
failure of Germany’s recent strategy. 

“It seems since the Vaux affair,” 
the sentence reads, “that the Germans 
fronting Verdun are maintaining an 
attitude of expectation in view of the 
menace of events which they feel are 
becoming increasingly imminent.” 

This statement.is generally interpret- 
ed, in the light of public expectation, 
that the time is rapidly approaching 
for an important entente allied offen- 
sive. 

Professor Albert F. Pollard, of the 
Chair of ‘English history in the Uni- 
versity of London, lecturing here to- 
day on the progress of the war, said 
he anticipated a great offensive by the 
entente allies on the western front be- 


fore long, but that the people must not 
expect the war to end before next year. 


'The utmost to be hoped for this year, 


he said, was the defeat of Austria, a 


| virtual settlement of the Balkan dif- 


ficulty and the driving back of the Ger- 
mans a considerable distance on the 
western front. 

The final defeat of Germany could 
only come some time next year, the 
speaker added, after a winter of dis- 
content such as Germany had never 
known and after another naval bdat- 
tle. 

Professor Pollard’s anticipations re- 
flect the prevalent ideas in London. 
The view is held here that Germany 
made a serious mistake in strategy 
when she permitted Austria to with- 
draw half of her effectives from the 
Russian front for the operations against 
Italy, after having brought her own 
reserves from the Russian front to 
Verdun, which apparently has had the 
result of enabling Russia to make a 
surprisingly successful drive in Ga- 
lacia and Volhynia. : 

Reading today’s French semi-official 
communication in connection with the 
recent presence of General Joffre and 
the French ministers in London and 
Premier <Asquith’s' announcement on 
Wednesday of the proferred British 
help to the French, the public are look - 
ing forward: to coming events with 
curiosity and confidence. 

According to reports received in Lon- 
don the German and Austrian govern- 
ments are making desperate efforts to 
conceal the pees about the Russian 
drive from their people. The belief 
prevails here that weeks must elapse 
before the Austrians are able to with- 
draw forces from the Italian front for 
the defense of Lemberg and that it 
may then be too late.

2,414 GERMANS KILLED 
IN SKAGERRAK BATTLE 


Berlin, June 15.—(Via London.)—An 


' official statement issued today and re- 


ferring to the message of Admiral Sir 
John Jellicoe to the men of the British 
fleet, expressing the opinion that the 
German losses in the Skagerrak battle 
were not smaller than the British, says: 

“Against this we point out the com- 
parison of losses officially published on 
the 7th, showing a total loss in ton- 
nage of German war vessels of 60,720, 
against the British loss of 117,150, 
where only those English vessels and 
destroyers were taken into account 
whose losses until now have been of- 
ficially admitted on the English side. 

“According to statements of English 
prisoners, further vessels were sunk, 


‘among them the dreadnaught War- 
/ spite. 

“No other German vessels were lost 
' than those made public. They are the 
| Lutzow, Pommern, Wiesbaden, Frauen- 
1 loeb, Elbing, Rostock and five torpedo 
boats. This shows that the human 
losses to the English in the battle were 
considerably greater than the German. 

“While from the English side the of- 
'ficer losses announced were 343 dead or 
‘missing and 51 wounded, our losses in 
officers, engineers, sanitary officers, 
paymasters, ensigns and petty officers 
are 172 dead or missing and 41 
wounded. 

“The total losses among the English 
crews as far as published by the ad- 
miralty are 6,104 dead or missing, 513 
wounded. On the German _§side_ the 
losses are 2,414 dead or missing, 449 
wounded. 

‘During and after the battle our ves- 
sels rescued 177 English, while up to 
now no German prisoners from this 
battle are known to be in English 
hands. The names of the English pris- 
oners will be communicated to the 
British government in the usual man- 
ner.”

| AUSTRIANS FLEEING 


FROM CZERNOWITZ 
: Continued From First Page. 


_Monfalcone, which lies’ a short dis- 
‘tance from the head of the Gulf of 
Triest, the Italians have captured Aus- 
trian positions and taken prisoner 498 
officers and men. 

Near Felahie, on the’ Tigris river, 
the Turks have repulsed an attempt 
of the British to advance, according to 
Constantinople. The annihilation of 
400 British troops on the Euphrates 
sector also is reported by the Turkish 
war office. Persian volunteers are 
declared to be attacking the Russians 
near the Persian border, inflicting 
heavy losses. 


150,000 PRISONERS 
TAKEN BY RUSSIANS. 


Petrograd, June 15.—(Via London.)— 
More than 150,000 men have been cap- 
tured by the Russians during the of- 
fensive movement on the Volhynian 
and Galician fronts, it was officially 
announced today. 

The following statement was given 
out: 

“Supplementary reports give the 
act number of prisoners taken as 
general, three commanders, 2,467 
ficers, five doctors and 150,000 men. 
also h®We captured 163 cannon, 
machine guns, 129 bomb throwers 
32 mine throwers. 

“The offensive of General Brusiloff 
did not stop yesterday. In various 
regions of the front fresh prisoners 
and more military booty were taken. 
The enemy continues to deliver coun- 
ter attacks at several points and else- 
where is busy entrenching himseif in 
new positions. 

‘On the Dvina front and southwest 
of Lake Narocz the enemy artillery 
at some points opened a violent fire 
followed by attempts of the Germans 
to debouch from their trenches. These 
were all repulsed. 

“In the region of Baranovichi a local 
action took place in which we carried 
enemy trenches, but afterward, wnder 
German pressure, fell back to the point 
whence we started. 

“In the Baltic on the nitsht of May 
31-June 1 our torpedo boats attacked 
a convoy of enemy steamers sailinyz 
under escort. During the engagement 
with the escort we sank two steamers 
of a small torpedo type and one aux- 
iliary cruiser whose crew we cap- 
tured. There was no loss or damage 
to our side. We refrained from pur- 
suing the enemy steamers, because dur- 
ing the engagement they took their 
course into Swedish territorial wa- 
ters.”’ 
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The Russian statement of yesterday 
announced the capture of 1,870 of- 
ficers, nearly 120,000 men, 130 cannon 
and 260 machine guns. It is probable 
that the difference between those 
figures and the ones given in today’s 
| statement does not represent the cap- 
tures made in the interval between the 
issuances of the two statements, but 
rather that the increases are due to 
the receipt of more detailed informa- 
tion from the front. 

The Baltic engagement referred to 
evidently is the one which took place 
on Tuesday night southeast of Stock- 
holm. A statement given out in Ber- 
lin on Wednesday said the German 
auxiliary cruiser was attacked by four 
Russian destroyers and was blown up 
by her crew, most of her men being 
saved. The date of this engagement is 
fixed in the official Russian statement 
by the Russian calendar. 


FRENCH CAPTURE 
GERMAN TRENCH. 


Paris, June 15.—The official com- 
munication issued tonight by the war 
office reads: 

“On the left bank of the Meuse after 
artillery preparation our troops in the 
course of a spirited attack captured a 
German trench on the slopes south of 
Le Mort Homme. One hundred and 
thirty prisoners, including three of- 
ficers, remained in our hands. 

“There was intense artillery activity 
Pg region of Chattancourt and Hill 


“On the right bank the enemy vio- 
lently bombarded the sectors of the 
Thiaumont fortified work and Souville. 
On the rest of the front the cannonad- 
ing was intermittent. 

“Belgian communication: Except for 
the usual artillery actions there is 
nothing to report on the front of the 
Belgian army.” 

The text of the afternoon statement 
follows: 

“On both banks of the River Meuse 
there was cessation of infantry activ- 
ity last night. On the other hand, the 
French and the German artillery 
branches showed activity in the region 
of Chattancourt as well as in the sec- 
tor north of Souville. 

“In the Vosges a strong detachment 
of the enemy, which, 
spirited bombardment, endeavored to 
approach our lines, was driven back 
by the fire of our machine guns. An- 
other surprise attack by the enemy 
upon our positions northwest of Bon- 
homme resulted in complete failue.” 


AUSTRIAN TROOPS 
MAKING STAND. 


Berlin, June 15.—(By 
Austrian troops in Bukowina are mak- 
ing a stand north of Czernowitz, capi- 
tal of the crownland, and also are hold- 
ing the Russians to the east of the 
city. The repulse of Russian attacks 
from both these directions is announc- 
ed in the official headquarters state- 
ment from Vienna issued under date 
of June 14. 

The statement follows: 

“South of Boyan and north of Czer- 
nowitz Russian attacks were repulsed. 

“Further west and south of the 
Pripet there have been no especial 
events. The situation is unchanged. 

“North of Baranovichi yesterday 
morning Gemman and Austro-Hunga- 
rian troops were exposed to Russian 
artillery fire of the heaviest charac- 
ter. In the evening the enemy at- 
tacked, but were repulsed everywhere 
without exception. The enemy’s artil- 
lery finally fired into the retiring 
masses. 

“Italian front: 
changed. 

“Our naval aeroplanes have again 
attacked the railway station and mili- 
tary establishments at San Giorgio di 
Nogaro and also the river. port of 
Grado.” 

Russian troops in dense formation 
attacked the Teutonic lines near 
PrzewleKa, but were repulsed by Gen- 
eral von Bothmer’s troops, it was an- 
nounced by army headquarters today. 

The statement follows: 

“Western front: Aside from artil- 
lery duels and patrol engagements 
there have been no occurrences. 

“Eastern front: The army of Gen- 
eral von Bothmer repulsed several at- 
tacks delivered in dense waves by the 
Russians near and north of Przew- 
loka. 

Balkan front: The. situation 
the German troops is unchanged. 


ITALIANS CAPTURE 
AUSTRIAN TRENCHES. 


Rome, June 15.—(Via London.)—A 
surprise attack was made yesterday on 
Austrian positions east of Monfalcone. 
Today’s official statement announces 
that Italians captured Austrian 
trenches after a severe engagement, 
taking several hundred prisoners and 
seven machine guns. 

The statement follows: 

“Between the Adige and the Brenta 
rivers yesterday there were reconnais- 
sances and intense artillery actions on 
both sides. Our artillery dispersed en- 
emy columns on the march and shelled 
hostile battery positions at several 
points. 

“Two attempted attacks by the en- 
emy in the region of Novego made in 
the direction of Monte Giove and Monte 
Brazone, were repulsed. 

“After an intense artillery prepara- 
tion yesterday evening a gallant Naples 
brigade, supported by dismounted cav- 
alry detachments in a surprise attack, 
penetrated enemy lines east of Mon- 
falcone. The trenches remained in our 
possession after .a severe struggle. We 
captured ten officers, 488 men and sev- 
en machine guns. 

“Squadrons of aeroplanes bombarded 
with excellent results the railway sta- 
tion at Mattarello in the Lagarina val- 
ley and encampments at the junction of 
the Nos and Compomulo valleys, on the 
Asiago lateau. Enemy aeroplanes 
dropped bombs on Padova, Giorgio di 
Nogaro and Porto Rosega. Two persons 
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were wounded. The material damage 


was slight.” 


TURKS REPULSE 
BRITONS ON TIGRIS. 


Constantinople, June 15.—(Via Lon- 
don.)—The repulse of an attempt to ad- 
wance by the British force that re- 
mained on the Tigris below Kut-el- 
Amara after the surrender of General 
Townshend is announced by the war 
office today under date of June 13. 
The engagement occurred on the right 
bank .of the river neat Feldhie. ° 
-On the southern Irak front in the 
Euphrates sector the annihilation of a 
British detachment four hundred 
oye | by Turkish volunteers is re- 
ported. The statement follows: 

“Irak front: Near Felahie during 
an engagement with a British squad- 
ron advancing on the right bank of 
the Tigris, the British were defeated 
and forced to retreat. 

“Southern Irak front: Persian vol- 
unteers have been attacking the Rus- 
sian forces since the recent Russian 
defeats, inflicting heavy losses upwn 
the enemy. In the Euphrates sector a 
detachment of 400 British was anni- 
hilated by our volunteers. 

“Caucasus front: In the Tschortk 
sector an enemy battalion which had 
penetrated our advanced positions was 
ejected by a counter attack. On the 
left wing an enemy night attack 
against one of our advanced positicns 
failed. 

“On June 11 our aeroplanes attacked 
the British camp on the Suez canal 
near Reman and Kantara with bombs, 
causing great disorders.”

Temporary Chairman Martin H. Glynn, 
of the national democratic convention in 
session at St. Louis, and former governor 
of New York state, sounded the democratic 
keynote in his opening convention speech, in 
words that stirred the tremendous gathering 
to its very depths, and in argument and re- 
tort that will set the opposition to futile 
thinking until the campaign is over.

Grant settled the famous “Virginius’’ in- 
cident with Spain by diplomatic negotiation. 
When the United States marines were fired 
upon and one killed and many wounded on 
the streets of Valparaiso, Chile, President 
Harrison maintained peace by the pen. 
President Lincoln kept us out of war with 


England, Russia, France and Spain through | 


negotiations. Democratic presidents, famous 
in the country’s history, have similarly pre- 
served peaceful relations with the complete 
maintenance of the national honor. 

“Americanism and Peace, Preparedness 
and Prosperity” are truly not alone the 
democratic, but the great national keynote. 
It is not a political, but a public, policy 
which Mr. Glynn has thus epitomized, and it 
is one which is as broad and deep as the 
continent. 

It is doubly significant that upon the 
very day on which Mr. Glynn uttered this 
“Americanism,” President Wilson himself 
spoke before gathered thousands at the foot 
of the Washington Monument, upon the im: 
perative necessity of loyalty to the nation. 
There is no room here, he declared, for that 
species of hyphenated citizenship which 
studies and perpetrates disloyalty to our 
national principles and our national institu- 
tions. ; 

President Wilson made it clear that 
Americanism of the all-wool and yard-wide 
variety, which has no tolerance for disloy- 
alty or “political blackmail,” will be one of 
the foremost principles upon which he ex- 
pects to go before the country in the fall. 

Thus are Washington and St. Louis in 
remarkable and impressive accord. The 
appeal of true and loyal Americanism will 
find ready response from the hearts of the 
people. 

In Mr. Glynn's splendid keynote and 
President Wilson’s determined stand for na- 
tional loyalty, republicanism will find a doc- 
ument it cannot answer. 


HELP THE EOY SCOUTS. 


Atlanta cannot afford to fail or even to 
fall one dollar short of the modest sum of 
$12,000 asked to set the Boy Scout move- 
ment in this city upon its feet and to make 
of it the splendid institution which it can be 
in any community, for the improvement of 
the boys and the building of finer and better 
citizens. 

Everybody has had full opportunity to 
discover and learn just what the Boy Scout 
movement will mean to Atlanta if it is es- 
tablished as it should be, and built up and 
maintained as.a body and character-building 
institution.

everybody recognizes and admits. It is now 
time for action. Knowing it to be good, and 
something that Atlanta needs, it is the duty 
of citizens to get behind it and support it as 
fully and completely as they are able. 

The campaign is just now at its critical 
point. But little more than one-third of the 
needed fund has been actually subscribed 
and reported. Nearly $8,000 more is yet to 
be raised; and there remains but one work- 
ing day ahead of the canvassing committee. 
Tonight is supposed to conclude the three 
days’ campaign, and if it does, these can- 
Vassers must do in the few hours that re- 
main just twice as much as they have done 
in the two days preceding. It is a gigantic 
task, but with the assistance of public-spir- 
ited Atlantans it can be done, and we feel 
confident it will be. 

The fund asked is a comparatively small 
one. The subscription may be divided into 
four payments, each six months apart, mak- 
ing it a very easy matter to meet it. If 
every Atlantan would give something to it 
this fund could be raised as it should, within 
twenty-four hours. 

Some seventy-five active, energetic At- 
lantans are lending their time and effort to 
this movement, wholly from a sense of civic 
duty. They are doing it because they know 
it to be a good thing for the city. They are 
‘not asking others to give it time or effort, 
but to make merely such contribution as 
they feel inclined. 

Atlanta has never yet failed in a crisis of 
this sort, and she will not fail now 


THE NATIONAL GUARD. 


It is a peculiar and significant fact that 
just at this time when the question of na- 
tional .preparedness is being. considered .by 
congress, and the various elements which 
enter into the problem are under critical in- 
quiry, the war department should have seen 
fit to apply to national guard inspection the 
most rigid rulings it has ever yet laid down 
with regard to that branch of the service. 

The action smacks of a studied effort to 
put the militia of the various states at a dis- 
advantage before congress in its delibera- 
tions with regard to preparedness measures. 
One of the foremost proposals before con- 
gress in this connection is the development 
and upbuilding of the national guard of the 
states to a point where it may play the re- 
sponsible part in the. national program, of 
which it is so well capable. While this very 
question was under consideration, new and 
severe instructions were issued with respect 
to national guard inspections, of which the 
following is an interesting extract: 


The standard will be the same as that 
of the regular army, not that which all 
regular organizations attain, or which 
any regular organization attains in all 
respects, but the highest degree of ex- 
cellence to be expected of any regular 
organization. 


Never before in the history of the United 
States has there been a requirement that the 
national guard should come up, on inspec- 
tion, toe the standards set by the regular 
army. In the very nature of things it is 
impossible. National guardsmen are busi- 
ness men; they are volunteers who give 
freely of their time and effort which they 
might devote to more pleasant or more 
profitable employment were they so inclined. 
They meet for drill two nights a month; 
they go into short encampment once a year, 
While the regulars are always on the job, 
under constant discipline and drill. 

Commenting upon this extraordinary and 
unjust attitude of the war department, com- 
ing at the time it did, The Jacksonville 
Times-Union says, with reference to the at- 
titude of reguiar army officers assigned to 
these inspections: 


To their credit it may be said that 
many of the army officers on duty with 
the national guard regard this rule as 
too exacting. Most of them doubtless 
realize that an impossible standard has 
been set for the militia and one which 
could have been adopted with no other 
purpose than to magnity to an unreason- 
able degree the shortcomings of the citi- 
men soldiery. One of these officers inter- 
preted this instruction as precluding him 
from estimating the efficiency of the 
militia organizations which he had to 
inspect by the best regular company he 
had ever seen, and said: “The standard 
must be the best company I can imagine, 
and some of us have more vivid imagina- 
tion than others.” 

Under these circumstances, what are the 
states to expect for their national guard this 
year? Last year’s reports were none too 
favorable under fair inspection conditions. 
It is easy to surmise what they are likely to 
be this year. 

Under existing conditions, with a greater 
national guard considered as an important 
feature of the national program of readiness, 
it looks as if there were method in the 
stringent requirements which the war de- 
partment has placed upon the organization. 

When congress is considering the part 
that should be given,the national guard in 
its pending program, it should remember the 
splendid account the guardsmen gave of 


themselves in the war with Spain.

Budget System Urged 
As Need of Our Fleet 


Moon Family’s Great 
Service in Civil War 


‘they 


Washington, June 15.—That the United 
States has a crazy-quilt of a fleet and that 
she has lost her position as second naval 
power because “there’s something the matter 
with the navy,” is the point made in the 
leading editorial in “Sea Power,” a brand-new 
magazine created in the interest of the Navy 
league and off the press today. Incidental- 
ly, Sea Power points out the source of trou- 
ble and the remedy. The editorial is as fol- 
lows: 

“In 1907 the United States stood next to 
England in the power of her navy. In 1914 
Germany had deprived her of any claim what- 
soever to that position. 

“In the years that intervened the United 
States had, in spite of this resupt, spent 50 
per cent more on her navy than had Ger- 
many. These bare figures quite naturally 
raise a question in the mind of the taxpayer 
which required an answer. He wonders why 
he should spend this additional money and 
still be outclassed. 

' “The answer which he ordinarily receives 


is that the American seaman is paid a wage” 


much higher than is his fellow in the Ger- 
man navy and that his subsistence costs 
much more. This is admittedly a partial 
answer, for it is shown that the United 
States spends 30 per cent of her appropri- 
ations upon its pay roll, while Germany 
spends but 12 per cent. 


Comparison With Germany. 2 

; “When the expenditures of these two na- 
tions are considered merely from the stand- 
point of the moneys used in battleship con- 
struction, however, it is shown that the Unit- 
ed States spént larger amounts in that way 
between 1907 and 1914 than did Germany. 
Despite this fact, Germany outstripped her. 
It is customary to say in explanation that 
ships may be built more cheaply in Germany 
than in the United States. As a matter of 
fact there is little difference in this cost 
of construction. The advantage which Ger- 
many holds because of the cheapness of her 
labor is counter-balanced by America’s use 
of labor-saving devices and by her abundance 
of coal and _ iron, The same amount of 
money properly applied in America should 
Supply the same number and quality of tight- 
ing ships as in Germany. 

“The fact that it has not done so is be- 
cause there is something the matter with 
the United States in its handling of the navy. 

“There are many contributing causes to 
the failure of America to produce a com- 
mendable fighting force from a given appro- 
priation, but the great central cause is that 
she builds at random and without design. 
It requires twenty years to build a fleet, 
and its proper construction is one of the 
most technical and scientific pieces of en- 
sineering since the world began. When the 
United States attempts this job it proceeds 
without a plan. it'-employs no architect to 
design the structure, it makes no attempt to 
visualize the ultimate product. it puts. the 
task in the hands of a Sroup of civilians 
eget of congressional committees. These 
men, though able and ho av 
training tur the task in haan oa ee 
sonnei of the committee constantly changes.

IcSureka, Cal., June 15.—Forty-two of 
the passengers and crew of the steamer 
Bear were unaccounted for’ tonight, 
nearly 24 hours after the San Francisco 
and Portland Steamship company’s ves- 
sels had run on the rocks of the Men- 
docino coast, northern’ California, in a 


dense fog.. 

Officials of the company expressed 
the hope that the death list would be 
limited to the five bodies recovered by 
sundown. At that time there were 134 
survivors here and twenty-nine at 
Capetown, thirty miles to the south, 
These, with the five known dead, ac- 
counted for 168 of the 210 aboard the 
Bear when she k 

The steamer, 
hoat, lay high on a rocky beach near 
Sugar Loaf reef, swinging in the long 
swells. Her captain, Louis Nopander, 
and three members of the crew stayed 
@board until late today. Finally they 
threw the ship’s dog overboard with a 
light line, but he could not make the 
shore. <A line fired from the ship’s 
cannon reached and a raft was rigged 
which carried them ashore. 

Fourteen lifeboats got away from the 
Bear in good order. Eleven made the 
Blunt’s Réef lightship, four miles away. 
Two made land at the mouth of Bear 
river, near the wreck, and one capsized 
and wag lost.

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Bryan Delivers Speech 


In Praise of President 


Lauds Wilson’s Mexican 
Policy and Constructive 
Legislation — Mentions 
Three Great Measures. 


Coliseum, St. Louis, June 16.—Wil- 
liam Jennings Bryan, called upon for a 
speech during the convention today, 
delivered a strong tribute to President 


Wilson. 

Mr. Bryan opened by expressing his 
appreciation of the honor conferred by 
the invitation to speak to the conven- 
tion. “Every democratic convention isa 
love feast to me,’ he said. ‘It gives 
me an opportunity to meet and renew 
acquaintances with men with whom 
I have been associated in politics for 
more than twenty years.” He paid his 
respects in complimentary manner to 
a number of democratic officers and 
leaders of the convention. 

Reviewing the _ struggles of 
democratic party, Mr. Bryan said: 

“After sixteen years of waiting our 
party entered the white house and for- 
tunately we won the senate and the 
house at the same time. 
became responsible for national af- 
fairs and now we come after three 
years of labor to make our plans for 
the future and to submit to the Ameri- 
can people the claims of our party to 
continued confidence. 

A United Party. 

“Whatever _. differences of opinion 
may exist, or may have existed, as to 
particular measures or particular acts, 
we are here to begin the fight of 1916, 
a united party in‘eyery state in the 
union, ready for battles. 

“Today those who stand for the 
democratic party are able to go before 
this nation and not only give a rea- 
son for the faith that is in them, but 
give a defense of the administration's 
claims to the confidence of the peo- 
ple. 

“You may take all the administra- 
tions from the beginning of our history 
as a republic to the beginning of the 
present one and- you will not find as 
many laws written upon the statute 
books, of great importance to the peo- 
ple, as you will find written in the last 
three years by Woodrow Wilson, a 
democratic president.” 

Briefly, Mr. Bryan then referred to 
the tariff revision, the federal reserve 
law and the strengthening of the anti- 
trust laws. 

“No president since Jackson,” said 
Mr. Bryan, “has had to meet such an 
unholy combination of the powers of 
high finance, and even Jackson him- 
self never met the situation better 
than Woodrow Wilson met it.

POLICE OFFICERS URGED | 
TO LEARN HOW TO SWIM: 


Members of Atlanta Force Are 
Offered Capital Opportunity 
to Increase Efficiency. 


“Police officers, above all mgm, 
should know how to swim,” said ; 
K. Franklin, director of physical cul- 
ture of the Atlanta Y. M. C. A. yes- 
terday, discussing The Constitution’s 
free swimming campaign. “They 
should know, not only how to swim, 
but should be proficient in the art of 
rescuing others from the water; be- 
cause a policeman never Knows at 
what moment his or another’s life 
may depend upon his being able to 
take care of himself in the water and 
knowing just what to do at the right 
time when another is drowning.

HUGE SAWMILL CONCERN 
PLANNING COLONIZATION 


Babcock’ Brothers Clearing 
30,000 Acres Sawed-Over 
Land for Farming. 


Bainbridge, Ga., June 15.—Babcock 
Brothers, of Pittsburg, operate at Bab- 
cock, in Miller county, what is proba- 
bly the largest remaining saw mill in 
Georgia. Their timber supply will last 
not exceedingly four or five years. It 
has been the custom with most plants 
in the past to abandon their location 
at an enormous loss when the availa- 
ble timber is cut. 

Parties here today from Miller county 
report that these people propose turn- 
ing their plant into a cotton mill when 
their timber is gone. They have a rail- 
road for logging purposes that extends 
well into Baker county, in the direc- 
tion of Albany. It igs their purpose to 
extend this to Albany and operate it as 
a regular railroad for freight and pas- 
senger business. In addition to their 
mill property these people own thirty 
thousand acres of land. These lands 
will be stumped and put in shape for 
cultivation, and on them will be settled 
people whom the company proposes to 
colonize from the more densely popu- 
lated sections of the north and west, 
where they operate other plants. 

The work of stumping has 
Started and already more than five 
hundred acres of the cut over the lands 
are clear of stumps and in cultivation. 
With lumber from their own mill they 
are building nice, serviceable homes for 
the colonists. When the saw mill busi- 
ness is at an end they will be ready to 
take up their new work.

Preamble Completed. 


The preamble to the democratic plat- 
form as completed by the subcommittee 
and submitted to the full committee on 
resolutions, is ag follows: 

The democratic party, in national 
convention assembled, adopts the fol- 
lowing declaration to the end that the 
people of the United States may both 
realize the achievements wrought by 
four years of democratic administration 
and be apprised of the policies to which 
the party is committed for the further 
conduct of national] affairs. 

“We indorse the administration of 
Woodrow Wilson. It speaks for itself. 
It is the best exposition of sound dem- 
ocratic policy at home and abroad. 

“We challenge comparison of our 
record, our “om of pledges and our 
constructive legislation with those of 
any party of any time. 

“We found our country hampered by 
special privilege, a vicious tariff, obso- 
lete banking laws and an inelastic cur- 
rency. Our foreign affairs were dom- 
inated by commercial interests for their 
selfish ends. The republican party, 
despite repeated pledges, was impotent 
to correct abuses which it had fostered. 
Under our administration, under a lead- 
ership which has never faltered, these 
albuses have been corrected and our 
people have been freed. 

“Our archaic banking and currency 
system, prolific of panic and disaster 
under republican administrations—long 
the refuge of the money trust—has 
been supplanted by the federal reserve 
act, a true democracy of credit under 
government control, already proved a 
financial bulwark in a world crisis, 
mobilizing our resources, placing abun- 
dant credit at the disposal of legiti- 
mate industry and making a currency 
panic impossible.

“We have lifted human labor from 
the category of commodities and have 
secured to the working man the right 
of voluntary association for his pro- 
tection and welfare. We have pro- 
tected the rights of the laborer against 
the unwarranted issuance of writs of 
injunction and have guaranteed to him 
the right of trial by jurv in alleged 
contempt cases committed outside of 
the presence of the court. 

“We have advanced the parcel post 
to genuine efficiency, enlarged the pos- 
tal savings svstem, added ten thou- 
sand rural delivery routes and exten- 
sions, thus reaching two and one-half 
millions additional people, improved the 
postal service in every branch and for 
the first time in our history placed 
the postoffice system on a self-sustain- 
ing basis. with actual surplus in 1913, 
1914 and 1915.”

THRIVES BY HONEST 
ADVERTISING 


There is a little book called the 
“Code of Ethics’’ (a good book in many 
particulars). Among other things this 
book says: 

“It is derogatory to the dignity of the 
profession to resort to public advertis- 
ing. or private cards, hand bills, etc., 
inviting the attention of individuals to 
particular diseases,’’ etc. 

I want you to ask your family doctor 
if this code forbids the following, and 
if so, is it obeyed: 

Getting pubiicity by newspaper no- 
tices, by well advertised hospital con- 
nection, by every sort of advertising 
except "that which is honestly bought 
and paid for. 

Ask ‘em if it forbids specialists and 
surgeons sending out broadcast case 
reports and reprints to attract business 
from the general practicioner. 

Ask ‘em if it forbids contract service 
to corporations, lodges, etc., which is in 


| effect an unfair advantage. 


Ask ‘em if it forbids specialists charg- 
ing high fees for operations (often 
neediess) and sharing these fees with 
the family doctor, who acts as the busi- 
ness solicitor for the surgeon and 
specialist. 

Ask ‘em if it forbids taking commis- 
sions from druggist on prescriptions. 

Ask ‘em if it forbids taking advantage 
of people's trust and confidence to ad- 
vise and insist upon operations and 
treatment that would not ne done at all 
but for the fee the patient is able to 
pay. 

Ask ’em why the fees are not agreed 
upon before hand. 

Ask ‘em if it forbids magnifying the 
conditions and adroitly nursing out the 
largest fee possible for even the sim- 
plest diseases; in short, does it forbid 
‘leg pulling, " to use the vernacular. 

Ask ‘em what there is about surgery 
that justifies such large frees. 

sk ’em what per cent of surgical 
work might be avoided if there was no 
fee as a motive for doing the opera- 
tion. 

Ask ’em if this “code” is not a 
hypocrisy, and if the organized medical 
profession is not as heartless a busi- 
ness system, whipping the rank and 
file into line, as any trust in the com- 
mercial world 

THEN LAST, ASK ’EM why honest 
advertising is such a wrong thing for 
an honest doctor to do, when so many 
other things are done in the chase for 
doliars that might not bear the light 
of the Golden Rule. Any Honest 
business should have honest publicity. 

When you get all this informaion 
drop in and tell me, for I'd like 
fully well’’ to know about it. 

If you are not well, come sooner.

He said the party 
left arita Monday night and moved 
steadily across the barren country 
without anything to eat, arriving at a 
point near the American camp about 
midnight. The attack was made with- 
in two hours after they arrived. 

He said that in the confusion of the 
fight his guards overlooked him, en- 


‘abling him to remain on the American 


side. 

Liras’ story was partly credited by 
the American officers. He is a Mexi- 
can who until a few months ago was 
living in San Antonio. While here he 
represented himself as a snake catcher. 

The name of the leader of the band 
has not been reported. From the body 
of one of the Mexicans papers were 
taken that indicated that he ‘was Cruz 
Ruis, a major in Carranza’s army. Un- 
due importance was not attached to 
this discovery by army officers, how- 
ever, who believe it not improbable 
that Ruis was carrying the papers 
more as souvenirs of the days when 
he was an officer in the government 
army, than to show his authority now. 

Threat by de La Rosa. 

General Funston was not surprised 
that a raid occurred. Several days 
ago information reached army head- 
quarters here that de La Rosa expect- 
ed to make an attack, but it was im- 
possible to determine at just what 
point he would strike. Recently it was 
officially announced in Mexico that de 
La Rosa had been arrested in Monte- 
rey, but no other confirmation was re- 
ceived here. In the meantime he had 
concentrated some hundreds. of his 
bandit army at Lajarita, in a camp in 
sight of passengers and even the troops 
of the de facto government, who moved 
north and south over the National rail- 
road. It was reported that General Ri- 
caut conferred with de La Rosa at La- 
jarita. The immediate dispersal of the 
attacking party today is a pursuance 
of the same tactics adopted by the ban- 
dits who raided the border about 
Brownsville last year. These raids 
were instigated by de La Rosa. 

General Funston today ordered the 
Thirtieth infantry, that has been held 
here for several weeks, to Eagle Pass. 


INTERNAL UPHEAVAL 
FEARED IN MEXICO. 

Washington, June 15.—Secretary 
Lansing’s draft of the note which will 
refuse General Carranza’s demand for 
withdrawal of American troops from 
Mexico was laid before President Wil- 
son for his approval today almost 
simultaneously with receipts of news 
of another border raid in which the 
camp of the Fourteenth cavalry at San 
Ygnacio, Texas, was attacked and three 
troopers killed. 

Punitive steps against those respon- 
sible for the new depredation were left 
to the discretion of the border com- 
mandets, whose standing orders are to 


find. The development, however, 
mediately was called to the attention 
of the de facto government and will 
be one of the elements on which the 
administration, in its reply to Carranza, 
will predicate its declaration that the 
time for withdrawal is not yet ripe, 
because Mexican troops are not prop- 
erly policing the border. 
Anti-American demonstrations 
throughout the republic, which also 
will back up this declaration, have 
worked with the growing seriousness 
of economic conditions to produce such 
a grave situation that officials here 
fear a new internal upheaval soon and 
have taken further steps to protect

Laredo, Texas, June 15.— Thirty 
American residents of Laredo late to- 
day led Leo D. Walker, a Mexican, and 
managing editor of El Progreso, a 
newspaper published here, 
into Mexico at the point of a revolver 
and ordered him not to return to the 
United States. El Progreso has re- 
cently contained editorials abusing the 
United States government. 

After Walker had been taken across 
the international boundary the com- 
mittee notified other attaches of El 
Progreso to cease publication imme- 
diately. Officers had not taken of- 
ficial cognizance of the action tonight. 

It was rumored but not confirmed 
here tonight that (Mexican Consul Mel- 
quiades Garcia, in Laredo, had gone 
over to the Mexican side for safety 
following the example of American 
Consul Garrett, who removed to the 
American side yesterday.
